THE " TIMES" CORRESPONDENT ON 
THE GOLD FIELDS OF BRITISH 
COLUMBIA. 



The Time.i of Augunt Sth publishes a very 
loi>£ letter on the Gold Mines of liiitish Co- 
Inmbin. and gives mi nrticle upon the sumo 
subject, both of which ure ol much interest. 
The letter, which is from the Times corres- 
pondent so well known for his letterrf of 18G2, 
is dated. June 3J. Alter giving a ftili sum- 
mary of Ihe reports from the mines which 
had reached Victoria up to the dale of the 
letter, the writer says: "To many of your 
renders the foregoing Btntements will appear 
incredible, to others fabulous." Quartz min- 
ing, which the writer regards as f! tho perm of 
mining proppr," he says must eventually be- 
come the chief permanent interest of the 
mineral regions, and must be developed by 
foreign capital." Of the present diggings 
the writer very justly remarks that " they 
also rerpiire capital to develop their wealth, 
but that the poor man need not despair ou 
that account, Tor il he has strength and tho 
will to work, lie possesses available capital 
in his labor." 

Having disposed of the prospects of 
mining capital," he ptoceods to givo an ac- 
curate account of the labor market, and the 
the rates of remuneration which he describes 
as being high almost without precedent. The 
drawbacks to u successful mining career ure 
very faithfully represented both as regards 
the great expenses and difficulties with 
which the mining capitalist has to contend 
before he can expect a remunerative return 
for his cupital and the anxiety, delay, vexa- 
tion nnd loss of time which from one cause 
or another, ''jumping," and its concomitant 
liligatbu included, tho miner usually sudors, 
and also with regard to Ihe • hardships and 
privations which the working miner must 
expect to encounter on his journey up nnd 
during his sojourn at the mines. He enters 
very fully and explicitly into the great ex- 
pense of living at the mines, and tho causes 
of the high prices of provisions and cither 
neoessaries, and, prognosticates that with the 
opening of roads, such ruinous charges wil' 
be reduced this season considerably, and far 
more next year. 

After n favorable notice of Hock Creek, 
Bridge River, and other diggings, with a few 
words showing the fallacy of the statement 
that British Columbia possessed no lauds fit 
for cultivation, the letter concludes with the 
following remarks: — "Ono last word ad- 
dressed to such as may feul desirous to come 
out to this country. If the intention be to 
go to Caiiboo, my advice would be that no 
one should come this year, it is too late to 
come for this season's mining." 

Mining prospects are neither painted in 
too glowing colors nor the reverse, the letter 
is simply a well, and wo think n faithfully, 
condensed collection of facts, with an occa- 
sional expression of opinion upon the proba- 
ble result of a combination of those facts. 
These expressions of opinion are for the most 
part borne out by tha results, so far as they 
ure at present shown. The Times commends 
the description given by their correspondent 
to the half million of people left without 
employment by tho dcstruct'nn of the cotton 
industry in England. We should also 
gladly welcome half a million of English 
capital. 

THE AGRICULTURAL AND HORTI- 
CULTURAL SOCIETY'S EXHI- 
BITION. 

The third exhibition of the Agricultural 
and Horticultural Society is advertised to 
take place on the 3():h inst. Tho sum to ba 
awarded as prizes is not very large, about 
$"250 ; but this sum is to be distributed 
among so many different olasscs, that every 
or.e on tho island possessing a farm or a gar- 
den may compote fur the honor o! a premium. 
The monetary value of the prize is not whit 
the competitors will consider ; however trif- 
ling the umount, the spirit of emulation is 
the same, Every man likes to be successful 
in what he undertakes, and the winner of the 
prize of one dollar for the heaviest dozen of 
heirs eggs will be as proud of his or her suc- 
cess as if the premium were fifty dollars ; al- 
though the receipt of a substantial reward \3 
no doubt Satisfactory, Our agriculturalists 
must bear in mind that upon themselves in 
a great measure depends the success of this 
society. Tho more successful the exhibition 
this year, tho more will the society be able 
to accomplish next year. Competition in 
class A (live stock) will probably be confined 
to our oldest fanners, but in any other class 
there is nothing to prevent those who have 
been at work on their farms or gardens dur- 
ing the present year from carrying oil' the 
premiums; and we hope to seo s.imo of the 
settlers Irom Cowichan and Comax exhibit- 
ing samples ol the produce of their farms. 

Wo would also urge upon our agricultural 
friends, who do not compete, tho importune 
of their attending the exhibition and examin- 
ing the merits of the stuck and produce raised 
on tho different farms on the island. The 
careful selection of stock and seed is one 
great secret of success in farming, ami in no 
way can tho fanner so well estimate his 
qualities us on an occasiou like this, where 
he has the opportunity of u comparative ox 
aminaiion of their merits. Nothing has tend 
ed more to improve tho breed ol stock, and 
tho goneral system ol fanning in England, 
than tho annual agricultural shows which 
have now become so general and so suc- 
cessful. We hope n similar result may be 
seen in this island. 

THE LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL AND 
ITS CLOSED DOOR3. 

Tho correspondence between His Excellency 
the Governor and the Secretary for the Col- 
onies, in regard to tho Executive nnd Legisla- 
tive Councils, was laid before the House of 
Assembly on Monday last. At a time when 
the Constitution of the Council, originally 
established for Vancouver Island, has been 
somewhat altered, we deem it a fitting op- 
portunity to draw attention In a subject 
affecting the relations of tho Legislative 
Council with the public, which is generally 
felt and acknowledged to ba a grievance. 
Wo allude to the sittings of that Assembly 
being conducted with closed doors. 

Tho people are represented in the Legisla- 
tive Council by the unofficial members, 
although, of course, they have no power or 
Toice in sending them to that House ; the ap- 
pointment both of official and unofliciiil mem 
bers is a prerogative of the Governor, yet the 
people havo a sort of prescriptive rijjht to 
know how they are represented. Under the 
British Constitution both Houses of Pailia- 
ment are open, nnd it is unquestionably a 
matter of right, that possessing as they do 
the power of framing laws for the people, the 
deliberations and debates incident to the 
passing ol laws should not bo carried on in 
secrecy. In Canada, in Australia, and, in fact, 
in all colonies and dependencies within our 
knowledge, where the government is carried 
on by means of a House of Representatives, 
and a Legislative Council, or by an Upper 



or Lower Mouse, the public are admitted to I 
hear the debates in bet i Houses. We bel eve 
that we are the solitary exception to this 
system. In India, where there is nouuon 
thing as Representative Government, the de- 
liberations ol the Legislative Council have 
uot been curried on with closed doors for the 
last fifty years. How long is Vancouver Is- 
land to stand alone in this respect ? In the 
name of Constitutional Liberty we call upon 
the Legislative Council to open their doors. 
Wo c\i\.m it as a right, that the public should 
be admitted to I ear their debates. Why this 
privilege should so long have been denied to 
us wu are at a loss to conceive. The Council 
are not ashamed ol their actions — why then 
carry on their business with closed doors, a 
species of secrecy which savours ton much of 
the days of the Star Chamber to bo accept- 
able in tho present days of enlightenment. 
Tho House of Assembly propose- to provide 
suitable accomodation for the members of the 
members of the l'ress by electing a Report- 
ois' Gallery. We hope that tho Legislative 
Council will speedily emulate the example 
thus alforded them, and. at the least, allow 
the reporters to ho present at their sittings.

Coma;c and Its Requirements. 

Cosiax, .Sept. 18, 18G3. 

Editor British Colonist— Sir — I am 
glad to see lliat there is a fast increasing 
inclination among the inhabitants of this 
colony lo pre-empt land and settle down to a 
farmer's life, and as thero are no doubt huge 
tracts of good fanning land in this Island, it 
becomes a matter of much importance to the 
whole community to have theso lands now- 
lying wild, put into a state of cultivation as 
soon as possible. Within the last year great 
changes have taken place in this respect. 
Twelve months buck it was not generally 
known that such a place as Comajf was in 
existence ; but now there are between 30 and 
40 good farm houses erected ; cattle are run- 
ning ou the prairies, where before Ihc deer 
and woif had the entire sway, and there are 
betweon 150 and 200 acres timler cultivation, 
the crops from which, consisting chiefly of 
wheat, oats, bailey, and potatoes, will sianl 
the comparison with any grown in Ihc old 
oi any other country. Hut though these 
changes have taken [dace it has all been 
through the enterprise of the individual set- 
tlers. These men forsook friends, society, 
anil everything dear to the human raco, to 
make a homo in a wild land, where the sav- 
a r o was the only thing ot human form that 
greeted their eyes. They wenl through every 
kind of hardship, und now when they have 
made things comfortable for themselves and 
those coming afler them, they naturally look 
to tho government for help, it is line the 
government have done something for us, ihey 
have made a Wagon road from Victoria to 
Comnx, along which it is reported in iho 
papers a wagoti can he driven at a good rate 
with saletyi bikt when Comas fanners come, 
to Victoria on this road, intending to drive 
back cnltle that wny, they report tho road 
passable from Coinax to Nanuimo, but say 
it is hard to find the road ut all from Nan- 
nirno to Victoria, und utterly impossible to 
drive either cattle or wagon along it. Now 
it is the intention of the government to give 
us a regular postal communication, but they 
offer so Btnull a remuneration, that no vessel 
that could be of any service to the place can 
be had. If we have a sohoonor at all, one 
that will carry catlle is what is wanted and 
unless the government are a littlo more lib - 
oral In their offer, such u one cannot bo had. 
Tho settlors worild much sooner have a vessel 
that would be of service lo tho phicorun once 
a month than a smaller one onco n week. 

I understand the II. B. Co. arc going to 
have a steamer out for their own use. Could 
not they he induced to carry the mail to the 
establishments at n moderate figure, they 
beiii" able to run :i steamer at much less cost 
than private parties. Again, tho Coma* 
settlers were told lust full that one of Her 
Majesty's gutiboats would call every lortnight, 
but wo don't soe one once in ihree months, 
1'he Indians arc allowed to brinjj any amount 
of liquors from Victoria, and schooners are 
allowed to supply it to them on all the islands 
opposite, BO that the Indians are continually 
in a state of drunkenness, and i» gretil nuisance 
to the whites.

We must, however, remind the reader that 
these cases ore exceptions. Versatility and 
adroitness may, indued, servo a man's turn in 
a new country as well as muscles or money, 
but then they are almost as hard to find. Tho 
ruai who always contrives lo light on his legs 
is no common character, For tne majority 
of intending emigrants the rule, and not the 
exceptions, must bo taken. That lule is plain 
enough. Curry wilh you strong arms, a wil- 
ling mind, and moderate expectations, and 
you will do well. By and by, as the colony 
advances in prosperity, its requirements will 
bo extended. The successful laborer becomes 
A proprietor, the proprietor nil employer of 
labor, and perhaps of something bettor than 
labor. But clerks, secretaries and tutors are 
only In demand whim an accumulation of 
wealth has created luxurious households. 
The mistake of many of our emigrants is that 
Ihey speculate on finding In a new country 
the wants of an bid one. A new country 
wants labor, became it. is still unpeopled, 
and capital, because thero has been no time 
for thu accumulation of surplus gains. It is 
plain, from our correspondent's loiter, that 
tha iriiiiiup; district:; of British Columbia 
otfer ample opportunities for tho employment 
of capital. As to ihe sort of labor which is 
required, we can only repeat what wo have 
said before. Bough out-door labor is not a 
kind of work which every Lancashire opcra- 
tivo"is fitted to perform. It is true that in a 
family tha capacities of the several members 
may bo found serviceable to each other; 
but all thn chances we have suggested should 
bu carefully weighed. We luivo on former 
occasions expressed cur belief that Lan- 
cashire is now overpeopled. Wo do not seo 
nny reasonable prospect of the re employment 
of all tho half-million cotton hands at accept- 
able wages. \V r e think, therefore, that thu 
e:ioner some of Ibis labor is diverted to fresh 
liclds thu better: but, for the sake of tho 
operatives themselves, we irust they will cm- 
ploy nil their bh'a'r'uctbris'.ie) intelligence in 
compai Ing and estimating the) offers ol" new 
homes which may be set befuro them.
